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Both sides of the Kim Pham murder trial rely heavily on technology—and that’s messing up the case

E ver since word emerged in 
the early morning of Jan. 18 
that a brutal fight occurred 
outside the Crosby in down¬ 
town Santa Ana and left a Vietnamese- 
American woman brain dead, the saga of 
Kim Pham has been inextricably rooted 
in technology. Eyewitnesses spread the 
initial reports of the beating on Twitter, 
Instagram and Snapchat—status updates, 
photos, videos and more. When the first 
video snippet of the altercation surfaced, 
Pham’s friends took to Facebook to find 
the people who might have killed her. The 
story went viral a full two days before the 
mainstream media caught up, and the 
thousands of tips and leads that Santa Ana 
Police Department detectives pursued 
afterward were fueled mostly by that ini¬ 
tial social-media push. Much of the evi¬ 
dence and testimony in the case has been 
digital, with the arguments of both sides 
predicated on nearly half a dozen videos 
of various graininess. 

But while the deluge of digital evidence 
seems as though it would help the Orange 
County district attorney’s office, which 
charged Candace Brito and Vanesa Zavala 
with Pham’s murder, it’s actually doing the 
opposite. The inability of the prosecution 
and defense to adequately use the technol¬ 
ogy in Judge Thomas Goethals’ courtroom 
has led to jarring stoppages in questioning, 
confusing situations for jurors and wit¬ 
nesses, and momentary disappearances of 
clear lines of questioning on both sides. 

These pauses and glitches are embar¬ 
rassing defense attorney Kenneth Reed— 
but it’s downright harming the DA’s case. 
The People’s technology issues surfaced 
during opening statements. Senior Deputy 
District Attorney Troy Pino began strong, 
pinpointing each argument he was going 
to make, as well as the evidence and wit¬ 
nesses he was going to use to support it. 

“We have seven witnesses who see 
kicks to [the] head,” Pino said, making 
sure to gesture with his hands at the jury 
on each point. “Three are friends of Kim 
Pham, four are independent. Two wit¬ 
nesses have partial video.” 

But when it came time to show the 
jurors a video of the altercation, his 
punctuated delivery disappeared. He 
had to close his PowerPoint presenta¬ 
tion, a garish mishmash of bad fonts and 
colors, to play a video. The DVD drive of 
his computer lagged, leading to discon¬ 
certed looks among jurors and the audi¬ 
ence. And when he was able to make the 
video work, the audio wouldn’t play. Pino 
eventually waited until later that day to 
try again. By the time he got the sound 
working with the video so the jury could

hear the cacophony of dozens of people 
yelling, screaming and crying, the damage 
to Pino’s presentation skills were singed. 
Later, as Pino loaded a video of Pham’s 
friends pushing away Brito and Zavala, he 
attempted to fill the empty time with idle, 
desperate talk. “I hope we’ll have audio,” 
he said, openly pining for someone to 
appear and connect the correct wires. 

Then came Pino’s problem of too much 
audio. During day two of the trial, Pino 
successfully showed a video as he ques¬ 
tioned his witness. Suddenly, white noise 
from the sound system’s live wires buzzed 
in the background, making it difficult to 
hear anything the witness was saying. 

Pino gallantly attempted to continue with 
his questioning, as members of the public 
and several jurors looked around in confu¬ 
sion. A bailiff soon unplugged an audio 
cable so the buzzing would stop. 

The defense has also weathered tech 
hiccups. On day three, as Reed (who’s 
representing Zavala) cross-examined 
another of Pham’s friends, he plugged his 
laptop into the court’s AV system. After a 
few seconds, his screen appeared on both 
TVs and the projection screen. “I have no 
clue how I made that happen,” he said. He 
has yet to successfully play audio over the 


courtroom’s sound system, instead relying 
on tinny Macbook Pro speakers that he 
decidedly points away from the jury. And 
then there’s his questioning. When video 
evidence is played on two LCD televisions 
and one large projector screen, Reed has 
most of his cross-examined witnesses 
leave the stand so they could position 
themselves 2 feet from where the videos 
are shown. Reed’s quick-talking, witness- 
confusing style of cross-examination isn’t 
as effective when he has to wait for a 
person to get up, walk to a screen, watch a 
4-second video clip, return to the witness 
box, and then speak into a microphone. 

Worse still are Reed’s efforts to have 
witnesses identify individuals in stills 
pulled from videos in evidence. None of 
the photos his office printed displayed 
clearly on the courtroom’s overhead pro¬ 
jector, thanks to the glare produced by 
the semi-glossy paper Reed’s office chose. 
Instead of filling in names for the jury to 
see, Reed has needed to approach wit¬ 
nesses multiple times so they can fill in 
the identification themselves. 

Reed’s slip-ups would kill his case if he 
were alone, but it has allowed Michael 
Molfetta, Brito’s defense attorney, to look 
competent by comparison. The high- 


priced defense lawyer is known for his 
charisma and possesses a courtroom style 
akin to Sam Water son’s character in Law 
and Order. While much of Pino’s and 
Reed’s questioning is awkwardly timed 
around video clips, Molfetta is breezier. 

In nearly 20 hours, Molfetta has used a 
video clip during his cross-examination 
just once: during the afternoon of the third 
day. While addressing Jacqueline Dinh, 
a young Vietnamese woman who can be 
seen in videos trying to push attackers 
away from Pham, Molfetta played a video 
thanks to—Molfetta’s words—Reed, “my 
IT department.” 

Not once has Molfetta paused awk¬ 
wardly to wait for a video to load or to 
adjust an audio cable. Meanwhile, as Pino 
questioned one of his key witnesses, Reed 
accidentally played a video out loud. 

Goethals was amused, calling Reed a 
“technological wizard.” 

“I don’t know about that,” Molfetta 
replied, as the courtroom laughed.

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HOW TWO FRIENDS FROM LONG 
BEACH BECAME THE LAST AMERICAN 
VICTIMS OF THE KHMER ROUGE

B etween 1975 and 1979,2 million 
Cambodians died during their 
nation’s four-year experiment 
in stone-age communism. In 
1994,1 began documenting atrocities car¬ 
ried out by the Khmer Rouge, the peasant 
army that took over Cambodia on April 
17,1975—just two weeks before the fall 
of Saigon and the end of the Vietnam 
War—for a number of nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions. During my first trip to Cambodia, I 
visited Tuol Sleng Prison; of the approxi¬ 
mately 15,000 to 20,000 men, women 
and children who entered, less than 20 
survived. Included in the mountains of 
photographic and documentary evidence 
left behind were the “confessions” of 
American sailors Michael Deeds and 
Chris Delance. While some historians 
speculated they might have been work¬ 
ing for U.S. intelligence, I suspected they 
were marijuana smugglers. 

Although my long hair is gone now 
and my views are more conservative 
than they once were, there is a part of 
my past I will not sweep under the rug 
and disavow. I am old enough and honest 
enough to remember the Thai sticks that 
flooded my beachside town each sum¬ 
mer—a surfer’s equivalent of the Beaujo- 
lais nouveau. During the 1970s, Thai stick 
marijuana—so-called because the buds 
were tightly wrapped around hemp or 
bamboo sticks before being packed into 
watertight bundles for the long trans¬ 
pacific trip—was one of the most valuable 
commodities in the world. At $2,000 per 
pound, a single load of Thai could and did 
make many a smuggler a small fortune. 

To us pot-smoking teenaged surfers, 
these scammers—the people who fetched 
these loads from afar—were heroic Robin 
Hood characters who trafficked only in 
pot and surfed more world-class waves 
than anyone else. 

Like myself, Delance and Deeds grew 
up in the waters and on the beaches of 
Southern California. An expert sailor 
and skilled surfer, Delance was the well- 
liked son of a Long Beach yacht broker. 

A gifted guitar player, Deeds was the son 
of legendary Cal State Long Beach ten¬ 
nis coach and athletic director, Cameron 
“Scotty” Deeds. Deeds and Delance both 
grew up in the Naples section of Long 
Beach and moved to Maui after graduat¬ 
ing from Woodrow Wilson High School 
in 1969. 

Both men were feeling the pressure of 
Maui’s high cost of living and its limited 
employment opportunities when Ron 
Jackson (not his real name) approached 
them about smuggling a load of Thai pot 
aboard his sailboat the Iwalani. The state- 
of-the-art, teak-decked Nicholson 45 
was more than capable of a trans-Pacific 
crossing. According to Jackson, he had 
smuggled marijuana before, but Deeds 
and Delance had not. 

Deeds told his family he was going 
to Molokai’s remote Halawa Valley 
and would be out of touch for several 
months. After the Iwalani reached Sin¬ 
gapore, Jackson traveled to Thailand to 
put together their load while Delance 









T he Iwalani was within sight of 
Cambodia’s offshore islands 
when Delance and Deeds spot¬ 
ted a boat heading toward them 
at high speed. The Khmer Rouge Navy 
consisted of eight Chinese escort boats, a 
dozen fast torpedo boats, and a number of 
armed fishing boats scattered between the 
port of Kompong Som and the Ream Naval 
Base. For smugglers such as Ritter, who 
regularly took boatloads of pot out into the 
Gulf of Thailand, their greatest fear was 
being captured by the Khmer Rouge. 

“I’d look over there, and I would just get 
cold shivers,” Ritter recalls. “My image of 
the country at that time was comparable 
to Tolkien’s Mordor, a black hole where all 
regard for life and civilized behavior broke 
down. I choked at the thought of dying 
slowly in a Cambodian prison.” 

Although the Iwalani attempted to 
head back out to sea to avoid capture, 
when the patrol boat opened fire, the 
Americans lowered their sails and awaited 
their fate. The Cambodian boat closed the 
distance quickly and didn’t even bother 
to pull alongside; it smashed right into 
the Iwalani’s fiberglass bow. Black-clad 
men armed with AK-47s spilled onto the 
deck and wasted no time in subduing and 
blindfolding the Americans. By the time 
the Cambodians had towed the sailboat 
to port, other soldiers from Cambodia’s 
Third Division had heard over the radio 
that an American boat had been captured 
and were waiting at the dock to see it. 

In 2005,1 travelled to Kompong Speu, 
a province west of Phnom Penh, a lawless 
region where three Western backpackers 
had been kidnapped and murdered a decade 
earlier, and interviewed former Cambodian 
sailor Nek Long (not his real 
name). He recalled hear¬ 
ing over his radio that 
a patrol boat had 
just captured an 
American sail¬ 
boat with two 
men dressed 
as civilians 
aboard. When 
the Iwalani 
came into port 
under tow, 
he saw two 
blindfolded 
white men. 
“Among the men 
I saw that time, 
there was one 
tall, big guy 
and another 
guy who was 
neither big nor 
tall,” he told me. 

Some of the 
Cambodian 
^ sailors who 
captured the 
Iwalani had 
fought against 
U.S. Marines on 
Koh Tang Island 
during the “Maya- 
guez Incident” of May 12 


and Deeds lived aboard the sloop at 
the Republic of Singapore Yacht Club. 
Although the Americans told harbor 
acquaintances they were delivering the 
boat to an Australian buyer, after weeks of 
waiting turned into months, their expat 
friends began to suspect the two men 
were smugglers. Jackson had laid the 
groundwork for a deal a year earlier, but 
because he had arrived late, his source 
in Thailand was out of pot. He turned to 
Mike Ritter (a fellow marijuana smug¬ 
gler and co-author of my 2013 book, Thai 
Stick: Surfers , Scammers and the Untold 
History of the Marijuana Trade, with 
Columbia University Press) and Don 
Hagee (also not his real name). Both men 
agreed to help him arrange a load, but 
even with their collective efforts, they 
could not locate decent marijuana so late 
in the season. 

Jackson grew frustrated waiting and 
found another longtime American scam¬ 
mer in Bangkok who could load the 
Iwalani immediately. He contacted Deeds 
and Delance and told them to set sail for 
Thailand while he left the port of Sattahip 
on a Thai Navy vessel with the pot on 
board. When the Thai ship reached the 
rally point, the Iwalani was nowhere to be 
found. After three days and nights of wait¬ 
ing, the ship returned to Thailand with 
the pot still on board. 

“That was Nov. 23,1978,” Jackson told 
Ritter in a 2002 interview for our book. “I 
spent the last four days of November, all 
December and the first week of January 
going up and down the Malaysian coast 
in case they’d been blown off or ship¬ 
wrecked. The only thing we couldn’t do 
was get into Cambodia. They just disap¬ 
peared into the void.” 



to 15,1975, the last battle of the Vietnam 
War, in which American Marines attempt¬ 
ing to rescue an American merchant 
vessel, the S.S. Mayaguez, fought Khmer 
Rouge soldiers, leading to the death of 10 
Marines, two Navy corpsman and an Air 
Force crewman. Three Marines survived 
the battle but were left stranded on the 
island of Koh Tang, where they were cap¬ 
tured a week later and executed. 

In a 2005 interview in a former Khmer 
Rouge stronghold, Sok Sann (not his real 
name), a Khmer Rouge soldier who shot 
down an American helicopter during the 
battle, told me that he suspected Deeds and 
Delance “might be spies who were ordered 
to take photographs for military actions 
because Americans were preparing for 
another navy fight. We understood that they 
were supported by other ships or something 
else, that the boat could travel on its own.” 

Sann vividly remembered seeing the 
strange boat for the first time. “We didn’t 
have such a boat in Cambodia,” he recalled. 
“The sail had already been pulled down 
when it was captured. We had never seen 
this boat before. It was very modern; it was 
made of neither metal nor wood.” (Despite 
years of searching, the Iwalani was never 
found and is presumed to have been inten¬ 
tionally sunk by the Khmer Rouge.) When 
Sann and his curious comrades walked 
over to have a closer look, someone sud¬ 
denly turned on floodlights and ordered the 
Americans to climb onto the dock. “Because 
they were blindfolded, they couldn’t see, so 
they held their arms and walked them,” he 
said. “In our mind, we had a lot of doubts; 
we didn’t feel any hatred, as [we did] when 
we saw the Vietnamese.” 

The two Americans were loaded into a 
car that drove inland for a few hours before 
it turned down a hot, dusty road on the 
outskirts of Phnom Penh and stopped at 
the reinforced gates of Tuol Sleng Prison. 
Unlike the majority of Cambodian prison¬ 
ers, who were photographed and put in 
mass cells, ankle-cuffed to large steel poles, 
the Americans were photographed and 
taken to a house for “special” prisoners just 
outside the gates. The head of Tuol Sleng 
was a former academic named Kang Keck 
leu, better known as Brother Duch. The 


torturers, guards and prison staff num¬ 
bered around 1,500 young men and women 
between the ages of 15 and 19, all from 
what their intellectual leaders considered 
“pure” or “clean” peasant backgrounds. 

The climate of fear and distrust at Tuol 
Sleng has few equals in 20th-century his¬ 
tory. One former cadre recalled the harden¬ 
ing process: “At that time, the Khmer Rouge 
taught us to hate our parents and not to 
call them ‘Pok’ and ‘Me’ [Dad and Mom] 
because our parents did not deserve to be 
‘PokMe’; only Angkar [the nation] deserved 
to be children’s parents,” he explained. “We 
believed what they said, and step by step, 
they slowly made us crazy.” 

Although these self-righteous teens 
served as the praetorian guards of Pol 
Pot’s revolution, in truth, their lives were 
little more secure than those of the pris¬ 
oners. According to prison records, 563 
guards and other members of the prison 
staff were executed between 1976 and 
1979. One guard was killed for burning a 
wasp’s nest, another for shouting, “The 
house is on fire” in his sleep. One of the 
most striking things about this was the all- 
pervasive culture of paranoia—every ally 
was also a potential enemy. 

The most feared men at Tuol Sleng 
were the “catchers,” who were responsi¬ 
ble for capturing people, bringing them to 
prison and executing them after interro¬ 
gation. By 1977, the Khmer Rouge leaders 
were ordering so many killings that every 
few weeks, truckloads of bound and blind¬ 
folded prisoners were driven in trucks to 
Choeung Ek, 15 kilometers southwest of 
Phnom Penh. The “catchers” forced the 
prisoners to kneel at the edge of a pit and 
clubbed them in the back of the neck with 
an iron bar. These shallow mass graves 
they were buried in came to symbolize 
Cambodia’s so-called “killing fields.” 

The interrogators worked in three- 
man teams composed of a transcriber, an 
interrogator and a torturer. Torture came 
in a variety of forms: beating with fists, 
feet, sticks or electric wire; burning with 
cigarettes; electric shocks; being forced 
to eat feces; jabbing with needles; ripping 
out fingernails; suffocation with plastic

bags; water boarding; and being covered 
with centipedes and scorpions. Differ¬ 
ent teams specialized in “mild,” “hot” or 
“chewing” interrogations. Many of the 
questions asked revolved around charges 
of sedition. Individuals were accused of 
being agents of “C” or “K,” shorthand for 
the CIA and the KGB. Typically, the victim 
was asked a battery of questions that had 
no correct answer. The goal of the torture 
was, according to Brother Duch, to loosen 
memories: “Beat until he tells everything, 
beat him to get at the deep things.” 

Interrogators were carefully instructed 
to write down prisoners’ torture-induced 
personal histories. One interrogator’s 
note to Duch that was recovered at the 
prison recounts a typical session. “In the 
afternoon and evening of July 21,1977,1 
pressured him again, using electric cord 
and shit. On this occasion, he insulted the 
person who was beating him. ‘You people 
who are beating me will kill me,’ he said. 
He was given two to three spoonfuls of 
shit to eat, and after that, he was able to 
answer questions about the contemptible 
Hing, Chau, Sac, Va, etc. That night, I 
beat him with electric cord again.” 

One Khmer Rouge lie detector was espe¬ 
cially crude: a plastic bag went over the sus¬ 
pect’s head, and if his or her carotid artery 
throbbed, the person was declared guilty. 

In a 1997 interview in Phnom Penh, 

Tuol Sleng prison survivor Van Nath told 
me about the day Deeds and Delance were 
brought to Tuol Sleng. “I remember the 
first day they were brought to the prison; 
they had no clothes on, only underwear,” 
he said. “They were blindfolded. There 
were two of them. They were both hand¬ 
cuffed separately. Both had beards.” Van 
Nath also remembered the haunting sound 
of Deeds quietly singing to himself at night. 

Throughout December 1978, Deeds and 
Delance were tortured and forced to write 
their confessions. Tuol Sleng’s terrifying 
head interrogator, Mam Nai, a.k.a. “Chan,” 
probably questioned the Americans 


because he was one of the only members 
of the staff who could speak English. 
Exceptionally tall for a Cambodian, with 
thick lips, he had skin and eyes so light 
that many thought he was an albino. 

When journalist Nate Thayer saw him in 
a Khmer Rouge camp decades later, he 
described Chan as “the most frightening” 
man he had ever seen. In a notebook that 
was left behind at Tuol Sleng, Chan wrote, 
“Apply political pressure, and then beat 
them until [the truth] emerges. Thinking 
only of torture is like walking on one leg— 
there must be political pressure [so that 
we can] walk on two legs.” 

The Americans’ confessions are more a 
testament to man’s remarkable creativity 
under extreme duress than anything else. 
Both men wove fact and fiction to tell a 
more convincing story. Deeds claimed to 
have been recruited by a CIA agent named 
Lazenby. After tactical training in Virginia 
and California and a 16-week course at the 
CIA’s intelligence and operation school in 
Washington, D.C., he was given a certificate 
that declared him an “operation officer.” 
Before goingto Cambodia, the CIA alleg¬ 
edly sent Deeds to Cal State Long Beach to 
keep track of radical student organizations, 
to Colombia to follow a drug-dealing revo¬ 
lutionary, and finally to Hawaii to infiltrate 
a radical environmental group. Deeds’ 
stated objective was “to impede effectively 
the communist influence.” 

Delance wrote that the CIA recruited 
him in 1969 to infiltrate radical student 
organizations and “defend my country 
from within against communist insur¬ 
gents.” He claimed he was trained by 
“Commander Branley” at the nonexistent 
U.S. Special Services School; his “CIA 
number,” 570-80-5777, was strangely 
similar to a Social Security number. 
Delance wrote that his mission in Cam¬ 
bodia was to make contact with Cambo¬ 
dian fishermen and turn them into spies 
who would photograph a Khmer Rouge 
military base. 

Delance tried to flatter his captors 
by inflating their international political 
significance. “The government of Kam¬ 
puchea is strong and functioning well,”

he wrote, using the Khmer Rouge’s pre¬ 
ferred name for Cambodia. “The econ¬ 
omy is in good shape, and the country is 
prospering. The only way to defeat Cam¬ 
bodia would be a full-scale nuclear attack 
(out of the question). This makes any 
form of bombing out of the question, and 
on the ground, Kampuchea has already 
demonstrated her superiority to U.S. 
Forces.” The prisoner further claimed he 
and Deeds had been taking photographs 
for an hour when they saw the Cambo¬ 
dian naval vessel and threw their cam¬ 
era overboard to hide their espionage. 

After a series of warning shots, they 
were boarded by five or six soldiers who 
“immediately tied and blindfolded us.” 

The confession is dated Dec. 26,1978. 

One week later, the Vietnamese invaded 
Cambodia and toppled the genocidal 
regime. While the Khmer Rouge leaders 
and their Chinese advisers were scur¬ 
rying for the safety of the Thai border, 
Vietnamese combat photographer Ho 
Van Tay followed the smell of rotting 
corpses to the gate of Tuol Sleng and 
was the first to discover the hastily 
abandoned prison. 

Back in Bangkok, Jackson had 
called Ritter and Hagee in a state 
of panic; they met near the old 
Oriental Hotel. An agitated 
Jackson told them he had no 
idea what had happened to 
his friends or his boat, but 
he said he would continue 
to search. When Jackson 
returned to Bangkok a 
few weeks later, after 
fruitlessly searching 
for them as far away 
as Malaysia, not only 
was he even more 
mentally and physi¬ 
cally exhausted, 
but he was also 
out of ideas. 

By January 
1979, Deeds had 
not spoken to his 
family for more than half 
a year, and neither Jackson nor 
anyone else who knew about the 
Iwalani’s disappearance alerted them. 

Although the Deeds family thought 
Mike was on Molokai, they were beginning 
to worry. When Mike’s brother Karl began 
to look into his brother’s disappearance, he 
was met with a wall of silence from his old 
friends who had moved to Maui. 


“Everybody was holding to the creed 
‘Don’t say anything,”’ Karl later told me, 
adding he didn’t start getting any answers 
until the summer of 1979, when he 
attended a 10-year high school reunion 
and bumped into a girl he knew from 
school. When the subject got around 
to Michael’s disappearance, she 
realized Karl didn’t know the full 
story. “I am tired of this bullshit!” she 
exclaimed angrily. “Nobody has told 
you? Last thing we heard, they 
were in Singapore.” 

Karl was stunned. It was 
the first time he had heard his 
brother was in Asia.

ollowing that conversation, Karl 
spent all of his spare time looking 
into his brother’s disappearance. 
A full year after his capture, 
he still knew next to nothing. He later 
recalled watching ABC’s Evening News at 
Clark Air Force Base in the Philippines on 
Nov. 25,1979, and listening to Jim Laurie, 
among the first American newsmen to 
visit Vietnamese-occupied Cambodia, as 
he filed his report from Tuol Sleng Prison. 
“Oh, my God, this is horrible,” Karl told 
me he thought as he watched the report 
about the death camp. During the seg¬ 
ment, Laurie listed the names of several 
Americans whose confessions had been 
found at the camp. When he heard his 
brother’s name, Karl immediately knew 
his brother was dead. “It was like a dag¬ 
ger,” he recalled. 

Once he was certain Michael was 
dead, Karl wanted to locate his brother’s 
remains. “I just don’t want him to lie 
where he was tortured and killed. He 
deserves a lot better than that,” he told 
one reporter at the time. “He was a 
really good guy. A great guy.” Against 
the wishes of the U.S. government, 
Deeds traveled to Cambodia in 1989. 
He met Tuol Sleng survivor Van 
Nath, who helped him dig up 
several skeletons at Tuol Sleng. 
However, none of the identifi¬ 
able bones proved to have 
been those of Americans. 
Although Karl never found 
his brother’s remains, he 
" rged a lifelong bond with 
tie Cambodian people. 
There was a sense of 
something shared—fam¬ 
ily killed,” Karl said. “I 
never compared mine 
to theirs because 
theirs was a suf¬ 
fering greater than 
anything that I 
could ever know.” 

In December 1989, 
on the 11th anniver¬ 
sary of Michael Deeds’ death, 

Karl held a press conference in 
front of the Chinese consulate in Los 
Angeles and demanded that China end 
its ongoing support of the Khmer Rouge. 
Karl was one of the first and most pas¬ 
sionate advocates for a Khmer Rouge

war crimes trial. Although he did not live 
to see it—Karl died of cancer in 1999—his 
brother’s tormentor, Tuol Sleng com¬ 
mandant Brother Duch, was sentenced 
to life in prison by a mixed Cambodian- 
United Nations war crimes tribunal in 
2011. During his trial, Duch testified, 
“The Westerners, they came in pairs, and 
at that time, Nuon Chea [a.k.a. Brother 
Number Two, second in command to Pol 
Pot] said that the long-nosed prisoners 




should be taken out, and I was ordered 
by him to burn them to ashes and not to 
leave any remaining behind.” 

During the summer of 2012,1,427 new 
inmate photographs from Tuol Sleng 
Prison were anonymously donated to 
the Documentation Center of Cambodia 
in Phnom Penh; two were of Western¬ 
ers. One was immediately identified 
as French Embassy employee Andre 
Gaston Courtigne. The other photo is 
a torn image of a handsome, light-eyed 
Caucasian, wearing a collared shirt and 
staring straight ahead with open eyes 
and dilated pupils, his fear palpable. The 
man remained unidentified for more than 
two weeks, as neither the Documenta¬ 
tion Center nor the U.S. Department of 
Defense’s Joint POW/MIA Command 
could name him. Documentation Center 
of Cambodia researchers even took the 
photograph to imprisoned Tuol Sleng 
commandant Brother Duch; he was also 
stumped. The Documentation Center 
approached me to identify the man in the 
photograph. It took me and the surfing 
fraternity’s coconut wireless less than 12 
hours to identify the man as Christopher 
Delance. (No Khmer Rouge photograph 
of Deeds has ever surfaced). 

While multiple sources have pro¬ 
vided salient details about the Iwalani’s 
ill-fated Thai marijuana scam, others 
maintain that Deeds and Delance were 
simply “adventurers” in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. A 1990 Los 
Angeles Times article repeated the fic¬ 


tion that the two men had sailed to 
Thailand to deliver the boat to a pro¬ 
spective buyer. One Maui resident who 
spoke to Ritter during our research for 
Thai Stick even made the absurd and 
unsupported claim that he was aboard 
the Iwalani when it was captured but 
jumped overboard and somehow sur¬ 
vived by clinging on to a cooler. 

Although other family members have 
acknowledged the role that Thai stick 
smuggling played in the death of their 
loved one, an unnamed close relative of 
Deeds told Foxy Lady author Dave Kat- 
tenburg that there is “not one scintilla of 


evidence” that Deeds and Delance were 
attempting to smuggle pot, adding that 
“anything that derides, sensationalizes or 
takes away from the deaths” is beneath 
contempt. Retired Thai marijuana smug¬ 
gler Ritter, whose friends were waiting 
for Deeds and Delance in Thailand, 
agrees with that sentiment. 

“Does it really matter if the Iwalani 
was on a pleasure cruise or scamming?” 
he asks. “The end they met was horrible 
and undeserved. Mike Deeds and Chris 
Delance were great guys who left many 
loved ones behind. God bless them.”

Taking on the epic, awesome Sunday brunch at O’Neill’s Bar & Grill 

at Arroyo Trabuco Golf Club

f ould you like a

U U pagne?” the server 
asks as you’re 

seated at O’Neill’s Bar & Grill inside the 
Arroyo Trabuco Golf Club in Mission Viejo. 

“A mimosa, please,” you reply without 
hesitation. You know from the flier you saw 
earlier with the brunch buffet price that 
the drink would add only $4 to the $32.95 
charge you’re about to incur, so why not? 

In the courtyard, shaded by canvas umbrel¬ 
las, there are about two dozen people who 
ordered the mimosa most likely under the 
same reasoning. Besides, what’s a proper 
Sunday brunch without a little alcohol— 
about the only time it’s socially acceptable 
to imbibe this early in the day. 

As with other golf-club restaurants, 
O’Neill’s exists so you can do just this. 

Here, it’s not the dinners or the discounted 
happy hours that’s the raison d’etre; it’s 
the Sunday brunch, the club’s finest hour, 
the time it puts out all the stops and calls 
to work everyone on the payroll. To the 
omelet-station guy, the crepe-station cook 
and the server who just topped off your 
half-drunk flute of mimosa with more 
champagne, Sunday brunch is prime 
time. This weekly event is so important 
to O’Neill’s that when you make an online 
reservation, you’re asked to provide a 
credit card number to secure it, something 
it doesn’t require at any other time. 

But because Arroyo Trabuco is tucked 
away in the leafiest part of Mission Viejo, 
and since the cost is kind of prohibitive, 
you notice a smaller crowd than you imag¬ 
ined. You’re glad. Instead of being a dot 
among an ocean of tourists, as you were the 
last time you were in Vegas for a brunch 
buffet, being at O’Neill’s feels as though 
you’re an invited guest at a private party in 
a country villa. 

Outside, between two garden hedges, a 
hired musician taps out Pharrell William’s 
“Happy” on a keyboard. In the distance, a 
golf cart slowly putters atop a green hill. 

In the middle of this scene, a lake sparkles. 
It’s a warm, beautiful day, and a sense of 
contentment commingles in the air with 
the rich smell of buttery omelets. You see it 
in the faces and hear it in the laughter that 
punctuates the genteel hum of conversa¬ 
tion: Life, at this moment, couldn’t get any 
better—and later, there will be chocolate- 
covered strawberries for dessert. 

But first, you want an omelet. “Ham, 
peppers, tomatoes and spinach, please,” 
you tell the omelet cook, who’s dressed in 
white and working a camp stove at one of 
four buffet stations, this one outside. 

“Cheese?” he inquires politely. 


“Please!” 

In the meantime, you flip the cover on 
one of the many elegant chafing trays. You 
grab what your dining companion says is 
too much bacon. She only half believes you 
when you tell her, “This is for both of us.” 
To your plate, you add a plump sausage. 
The eggs Benedict, you skip. But then you 
see the prime rib, which is taken from a 
huge pink hunk, and you can’t, on general 
economic principle, pass on it. 

“Just a little piece,” you say to the atten¬ 
dant, but he carves off the equivalent of a 
Fred Flintstone portion. On your compan¬ 
ion’s plate, you notice half a waffle and a 
piece of dry-looking French toast. 

At the opposite end of the courtyard, 
there are more covered chafing trays. You 
discover the seafood sliders consist of 
breaded patties you later determine to be 
some sort of crab cake. And what’s this? An 
actual Kentuckian hot brown? You explain 
the concept of this open-faced turkey- 
breast-and-bacon sandwich doused in 
Mornay sauce to your date. 

After she takes a forkful from your plate, 
she remarks, “Wow, that’s really good!” 

“So is this braised beef, the roasted pota¬ 
toes and sauteed vegetables!” you say, your 
voice muffled by a mouth full of food. 


Then the room starts to spin. And you 
realize you’ve lost count how many times 
the server has topped off your flute with 
champagne in the past half-hour. Judging 
by the fact the orange juice has long been 
diluted without even a trace of pulp in the 
glass, you guess at least a half dozen times. 
You struggle to focus as you squeeze some 
lemon onto the split-open snow crab legs, 
some muddy-tasting raw oysters and the 
gigantic shrimp cocktail that has been put 
out in an impeccable display. 

By the time you order a crepe for des¬ 
sert, you’re officially sloshed. You ask for 
it to be made into a crepe Suzette, but the 
cook doesn’t seem to know what that is. 
You complain to your companion, but she 
tells you it’s probably good he just served 
it to you plain. You’ve had enough alcohol, 
she says; it’s not even 2, and there’s a won¬ 
derful afternoon of golf ahead.

But I predict that one of the 
more surprisingly popular foods served will 
be the paletas by Front Porch Pops. 

I say "surprisingly" not as a diss against 
Erin Whitcomb, the kind, supremely tal¬ 
ented owner of what started as a push 
cart and is now a storefront snuggled up 
against Watson Drugs & Soda Fountain in 
Old Towne Orange. But, see, there's going 
to be hundreds of my relatives at our out¬ 
door wedding, and I'm sure they're going 
to think, “jAy, ese pocho Guti!" when they 
see a gabacha offering up paletas. What 
do white folks know about paletas, after all? 

But then they'll take a lick of one in the 
oppressive heat and shut up. Though sell¬ 
ing for a mainstream audience, Whitcomb 
masters Mexican flavors like a paletero 
jingling his bells while marching down 
Standard Street. Jamaica is properly tart; 
a mango-and-chile version tastes akin to a 
fruit vendor's treasures. I asked her to do a 
nuez ("nuts" in Spanish, but always mean¬ 
ing walnut flavor in Mexican Spanish—go 
figure) for our boda, and it takes me back 
to summers at La Palma Park, watching 
on the sidelines as my cousins went on to 
sandlot glories. 

And then my cousins and tios will be 
blown away by Front Porch Pops' original 
flavors. Whitcomb makes an orange 
creamsicle that sings of Orange Bang! I 
was skeptical of her pina colada take, but 
she nails the balance of tart and sweet in 
the ideal version of the cocktail. And the 
chocolate pop finds sea salt sprinkled on 
it—away with thee, all pretenders! You 
can't go to my wedding, alas, but do try 
Front Porch Pops at the many festivals 
Whitcomb staffs or—better yet—at her 
brick-and-motor. Because as this summer 
continues its stuffy reign, even a purist 
Mexican will just shut up and lick.

Zach Braff’s crowd-funded indie is just good enough

T he movie that actor and second¬ 
time director Zach Braff par¬ 
tially funded with money raised 
through Kickstarter, Wish I Was 
Here, isn’t nearly terrible enough to satisfy 
all the grumblers who are hoping to see it 
fail. When Braff couldn’t secure traditional 
financing for the film, he appealed to the 
fan base he’d built up over nine seasons of 
Scrubs, asking them to donate cash so he 
could make the movie exactly as he wanted 
it made. Disgruntled interwebsters com¬ 
plained: Wasn’t Braff rich, or at least a guy 
with connections? Couldn’t he just make 
the movie, using the spare change wedged 
between his sofa cushions? Was it fair to 
take money from loyal supporters who 
wouldn’t receive a share of the profits if 
the film became a surprise hit? The outcry 
grew louder when, just after Braff easily hit 
his $2 million Kickstarter goal (and then 
some), Worldview Entertainment appeared 
on the scene and added millions of dollars 
to Braff’s kitty in the form of gap financ¬ 
ing, basically a bridging loan predicated on 
future foreign sales. 

There are plenty of carving knives out 
for Braff, as well as for Wish I Was Here. 
The reality is that it’s disappointingly okay, 
a movie made by a guy who had one indie 
success a decade ago—the reasonably 
appealing Garden State— but who hasn’t 
been able to get a movie financed since. 


Braff had something to say—about the 
ways the loss of a parent can both rattle 
and re-define us, for one thing—and not 
enough money to say it. He also wanted the 
freedom to choose the actors he wanted 
to work with, as opposed to those whose 
star power could offer investors the highest 
return. The vitriol directed at Braff suggests 
that traditional methods of film financing 
are somehow more artistically pure, and 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

Wish I Was Here is at least stretching 
toward something, and even if its reach 
exceeds its grasp, Braff’s earnest determi¬ 
nation as a filmmaker and performer helps 
smooth out some of the awkward bumps. 
Braff plays Aidan, a desperately unem¬ 
ployed actor trying hard to live and work 
in Los Angeles. Wife Sarah (Kate Hudson) 
essentially supports him and the couple’s 
two children, Joey King’s Grace and Pierce 
Gagnon’s Tucker, with her tedious job at 
the water authority, where she tolerates an 
insidious form of sexual harassment from a 
co-worker. When she finally complains to 
her boss, he tells her to “lighten up.” 

But that’s hardly the beginning of the 
couple’s problems: Aidan’s cantankerous 
father, Gabe (Mandy Patinkin), is dying of 
cancer. He tries an experimental treatment 
that drains his bank account, which means 
he can no longer afford Grace and Tucker’s 
private-school tuition. (He has agreed to 


bankroll the grandkids’ education as long 
as they’re sent to yeshiva, a plot detail that 
occasions some rather splendid slapstick 
ancient-rabbi humor, including a gag about 
“the YouTubes.”) Aidan and Sarah aren’t 
particularly religious or even vaguely spiri¬ 
tual, which is just one reason they feel blind¬ 
sided by the looming death of a parent: In 
one late scene, they lament they don’t know 
how to explain death or the possibility of 
an afterlife to their kids because they don’t 
know what they themselves believe. Aidan’s 
only brother, Noah (Josh Gad), isn’t much 
comfort: He’s an awkward, asocial nerd 
who hasn’t spoken to Gabe in more than a 
year and makes no move to do so even when 
Aidan lays out their father’s prognosis. 

If Braff is guilty of anything, it’s of send¬ 
ing the story sprawling in too many direc¬ 
tions at once. (He co-wrote the script with 
his brother, Adam.) He opens the movie 
with some fantasy voice-over folderol about 
how he and his brother used to pretend 
they were superheroes capable of saving 
the world. The next scene, in which Braff’s 
Aidan swears freely at the breakfast table 
in front of his children—and rails against 
their demand that he drop a dollar in the 
swear jar—is much better. Braff neglects 
some crucial or at least potentially inter¬ 
esting story threads, such as the fact that 
Grace, seemingly modern in all other ways, 
has embraced all the religious stuff she’s 


learned at school and is looking forward to 
someday shaving her head for her husband. 
That conflict is never fully resolved. And 
there are too many places in which Braff 
indulges Aidan’s childish self-absorption. 
Aidan suffers from the “hang-onto-your- 
dreams” syndrome, big-time—we’re 
probably supposed to side with him when 
grouchy old Gabe urges him to drop the 
acting thing and get a real job so he can 
support his family, but damned if Pops isn’t 
right. Aidan refuses to see it, at least until 
the bitter end. 

But if you can get past his occasional 
whininess, Braff is adequately sympathetic 
in Wish I Was Here. Aidan is well past the 
age at which he needs to realize that his 
man-child pout won’t get him everything 
he wants, and once in a while, you see that 
recognition hit: Braff’s half-zonked-out 
demeanor gives way to something more 
adult, a layer or two of gravitas we haven’t 
seen in him before. No matter how Braff 
paid for Wish I Was Here, there have been 
far worse sins committed in the name of 
filmmaking. How many dollars does he 
have to put in the swear jar before we’ll 
forgive him?

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feeling and whatever is the opposite of 
pointlessness. They meet some planes. 
After that there's a fire. And a rescue. 
And lots of static, TV-quality scenes 
that drably cut from one car or plane 
to another as they sit in garages and 
discuss the importance of believing in 
yourself. But none of that's as interest¬ 
ing as the questions suggested by the 
idea of motor homes feeling nostalgic 
for the way they used to make out. A 
first kiss suggests later ones, that steel- 
and-plastic RVs not only possess lips 
and tongues but also the nerve endings 
that stir sensations of pleasure. When 
two Winnebagos love each other very 
much, how far do they go? The idea of 
cars, trucks, helicopters, and airplanes 
savoring eros deserves a more serious 
film than this one. Not since the hot 
fueling action of Dr. Strangelove has it 
been fruitfully examined: How intimate 
is it for a truck to tow a car? When 
Dusty (Dane Cook), a crop duster turned 
race plane turned firefighter, discovers 
that his old gearbox is giving way, and 
that he can never penetrate the heav¬ 
ens as he once did, are we supposed 
to think about the prostate? (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide.

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE 
APES Who knows why, but the sight of 
apes sitting tall and proud on horseback 
is stirring in a primal way. That's one of 
the best images in Matt Reeves' Dawn 
of the Planet of the Apes, the sequel to 
the enormously successful 2011 Rise 


of the Planet of the Apes, in which a 
bunch of chimps become super-smart 
and break out of chimp jail, running 
roughshod over the Golden Gate Bridge 
and scurrying to eternal safety in the 
Redwood forest. No matter: Dawn of the 
Planet of the Apes is a much better and 
far less silly movie than its predecessor: 
It lives so confidently in its invented uni¬ 
verse that you almost believe a society 
of apes could thrive on the outskirts of 
San Francisco, with the little ones learn¬ 
ing their alphabet by scrutinizing letters 
scrawled on the face of a rock, and 
the big ones casting deeply meaningful 
looks at one another when they're not 
communicating via sign language and 
the occasional spoken word. Hey, it's 
San Francisco—anything goes. Reeves 
is deft at navigating the action, includ¬ 
ing lots of acrobatic chimp-vs.-chimp 
combat. There's an unnerving and 
exhilarating sequence in which those 
apes on horseback charge into the city 
from the forest, pissed as hell. Chimps 
and horses also stride, peacefully this 
time, through one of the picture's most 
majestic sequences, in which electrical 
power is restored to an old gas sta¬ 
tion. An excited human wastes no time 
cranking up the tunes: The song is the 
Band's version of "The Weight," and for 
a moment, apes and humans pause to 
take some pleasure in the sound, which 
drifts through the night like a laid-back 
cricket symphony. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

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development of modern children. As in 
the most honest kids films, our heroes 
admit to being isolated, unhappy, and 
cowed by the adult world. Their Nevada 
suburb will be torn down tomorrow, 
scattering these best friends—brag¬ 
gadocios Tuck (the one-named Astro 
from X-Factor), cowardly Munch (Reese 
Hartwig) and unthreateningly hand¬ 
some Alex (Teo Halm)—to different 
schools, and plucking the cute blonde 
(Ella Wahlestedt) they all crush on out 
of their universe before she even knew 
they shared one. On their last night 
together, the guys dupe their parents 
with a fake slumber party, reroute the 
grown-ups' incoming calls to Munch's 
cell, and bike into the desert to track 
down a blinking treasure mysteriously 
beamed to their smartphone maps. 

Tuck has brought along a video cam¬ 
era—what's the point of meeting an 
alien if there's no record on YouTube? 
Director Dave Green is less a feature 
filmmaker than a juggler of screens. 

The found-footage gimmick— Earth to 
Echo's background canvas—is simply 
a gateway that allows for the visual 
shorthand of the boys shoving their 
phones at the lens. Instead of plung¬ 
ing into the woods, they stare at their 
GPS while swashbuckling through 
strip malls. Occasionally, Green zooms 
out for the Google Earth view of their 
quest, complete with an arrow pointing 
toward their location. The result feels 
both techno-immediate and emotionally 
distancing: There are so many cameras 
between us and the action that it's like 
attending a Pink Floyd laser light show 
and watching the magic through the 
recorder on your iPhone. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

TAMMY It's a relief, after the wretched 
Identity Thief, to see movies whose 
makers love Melissa McCarthy as much 
as audiences do. Identity Thiefs comic 
centerpiece was predicated on the idea 
that McCarthy having sex is a hilarious 
gross-out, like she's the pie Jason Biggs 
once had to fuck. Half an hour later, 
McCarthy's defiantly horny slob got a 
makeover and a new wardrobe, and the 
movie presented this new housebroken 
McCarthy as if it had discovered some¬ 
thing we didn't already know: This crazy 
woman's actually worthy of love! We 
know, you idiots. Tammy, on the other 
hand, loves McCarthy too much, but 
it's obliged to: Her husband did direct, 
after all. Here McCarthy—who co-wrote 
with spouse Ben Falcone—plays dumb 
rather than badass. Her Tammy is a 
small-town schlump so addlebrained 
she's never heard of Neil Armstrong, 
doesn't know how to pronounce "Mark 
Twain," and decides the best way to 
scare up a couple grand in a crisis is 
to hold up a fast-food joint. When you 
see her gliding along on a Jet Ski, you 
know she'll be crashing it immediately, 
which might be why Tammy doesn't 
even bother showing exactly what hap¬ 
pens, opting instead for sloppy cutting 
and some screams. Even if all that were 
funny, Tammy would still be a tough 
sit. Falcone's film is an unsteady mix of 
broad comedy and indie heart, asking us 
first to roar at Tammy's ignorance and 
outrageousness and then to be moved 
at this lovable misfit muddling toward 
love, maturity, and a better life. It's like 
if Sideways starred Ron Burgundy: 

Who could believe in his minor emo¬ 
tional growth?

Rothick Art Haus nails it with this Sailor Moon show 



J apanese film, manga and anime 
narratives are a convoluted won¬ 
der. Eschewing anything resem¬ 
bling coherency or logic, you 
either go with the flow or sit, puzzled, in 
an uncomprehending fog. You can’t think 
about it too hard, or you’ll be too busy pick¬ 
ing up the pieces and miss all the fun. 

Just check out the massively popular 
cartoon series Pretty Soldier Sailor Moon. 
The premise: Queen Serenity sends her 
magical cat Luna back in time to warn a 
grade-school version of herself that she 
must defend the world from an encroach¬ 
ing evil. Luna, a black feline with a crescent 
moon on its forehead, tells the child—a 
clumsy blonde with oversized pigtails and 
a sweet tooth named Usagi—that she and 
four other girls are powerful incarnations 
of interstellar royalty. All they have to do 
is say specific magic words, and they get 
pulled into the air, lose their clothes, whirl 
around naked for a bit, and transform into 
battle-ready beauties wearing sexy versions 
of traditional schoolgirl sailor uniforms. 

Time travel; previously mundane and 
now murderous objects possessed by 
demons; reincarnation; and the Japanese 
fetish for round eyes, white skin and 
grade-school children nestled amid fan- 
service staples of near-nudity, lesbian love 
and panty shots—the exploitive aspects 
are never gratuitous and always focused 
on girl power and strength. 

Created by female artist Naoko Takeu- 
chi in 1991 and aimed at young women, 
the series spawned a merchandising del¬ 
uge: popular toys, arcade and video games, 
musicals, and snack foods. Premiering on 
American television in a bowdlerized ver¬ 
sion a few years later, it became one of the 
most influential anime series of all time. 

In celebration of its 20th anniversary 
and the 2014 reboot Sailor Moon Crys¬ 
tal-available via Hulu—curators 3tArts 
are clearly in love with the show, letting 
their pop-culture flags fly with “Moon 
Crisis: A Tribute to Sailor Moon,” now at 
Rothick Art Haus. By offering Disneyfied, 
eroticizied or romanticized drawings, 
giclees, sketches, paintings, dolls, sculp¬ 
tures, photographs, clothing, skate decks 
and characters, Jane Estantino, Stepha¬ 
nie Han and Katie McAtee have covered 
the gallery from floor to ceiling with art 
inspired by the show. There’s something 
for every taste, and with almost 130 pieces 
on display, here’s a far-too-brief mention 
of pieces that caught my eye. 

Jackie Huang’s finely sculpted lay¬ 
ers of cut paper, silhouettes of Luna 
and the Sailor Senshi, their individual 
backgrounds splashed with color, each a 
labor-intensive marvel. Glenn Arthur’s 


sexy, painted pinup of Ami in the acrylic- 
on-wood Mercury Power, throwing a side¬ 
ways glance from behind a pair of thick, 
black nerd glasses. The dream-like instal¬ 
lation “Through my Window” by e.D.Xu 
echoes the series’ closing-credits image. 
Paigey Pumphrey’s movie poster in the 
style of R. Crumb. Yue Li’s affectionate, 
personality-driven cartoon portraits. Sara 
Richard’s mixed media reimagining of the 
Sailors as Art Deco icons, complete with 
Luna as a black panther, is elegant and 
spot-on; Aimee Steinberger’s delightful Go 
Usagi! captures the character in motion, 
tripping, falling and transforming. 

One of the censorship battles the series 
endured when it came to America was 
the homophobic editing and dialogue 
re-dubbing it underwent, suggesting 
Sailor Neptune and Sailor Uranus weren’t 
actually lovers, just affectionate cousins. 
I’m pleased to say the love that dare not 
speak its name shouts from the rooftops 
in “Moon Crisis”: Alice X. Zhang’s black- 
and-white print of the two lying on a bed 
in each other’s arms in Sailor Kiss (based 
on Tanya Chaikin’s Kiss); Uranus lovingly 
carrying a smitten Neptune in Naomi 
Hicks’ markers-and-acrylic My Hero; Pat 
Mao’s ink-and-acrylic depictions of the 
two in street clothes and preparing for 
combat present them as hip ass-kickers; 
lastly, Claire “Shoom’lah” Hummel’s 
Admiral Tenoh gives us a cocky, uniformed 
Uranus strolling confidently, sword at her 


side, the flaps of her military jacket wav¬ 
ing in the breeze. 

On the flip side, not much is gained by 
Greg De Stefano’s Moon Bitches, punk- 
influenced photographs of the Senshi 
as trashy bad girls in skimpy outfits. To 
my mind, the male gaze of flipped digits, 
sexist insults and hooker shoes works 
against Takeuchi’s intentions. Likewise, 
Eric Pietrangolare’s photos of half-naked 
models decorated as various characters 
resemble little more than cheesy glamour 
porn shots to me. 

I don’t pretend to understand all of 
the ins and outs of the show’s plotting—I 
brought my Sailor Moon-adoring husband 
along to fill in the blanks—but even with 
my limited knowledge (based on a dozen 
episodes from Sailor Moon S), I was fasci¬ 
nated by what I saw and appreciative that 
so many female artists were getting their 
work seen. Based on the flood of cosplay- 
clothed young women (and a few men) 
waiting in line to get inside as I left, Estan¬ 
tino, Han and McAtee have tapped into 
something deep and, dare I say, important. 
Get there quickly, however: Even before 
the show opened, I saw a lot of little red 
stars, indicating that sales were brisk.

Vanishing Elephant hails from 
Australia and creates dry goods for 
men and women. It's all clean lines and 
classic cuts, but it all feels almost like 
cool, grandparent clothes—by which 
we mean high-waisted, tailored shorts; 
culottes; baggy trousers; and Hawaiian 
shirts, vanishingelephant.com. 

Jonathan Adler looks and sounds like 
a housewares brand from Target (it is!), 
but it is so wacky and fun at the same time.

Proggier New 
Prescription 

Rx Bandits resume bandhood by going 
to outer space on new album

D on’t call it a comeback; techni¬ 
cally, Rx Bandits only broke up 
for a year. But about three years 
ago, it sounded as though the 
Long Beach ska/punk-turned-prog outfit 
were calling it quits for good. In 2001, the 
guys announced they would stop touring 
after a 36-date summer excursion across 
North America. 

With that, it seemed as if the band would 
be on extended hiatus, even though guitarist 
Steve Choi did say at the time that it wasn’t 
a break-up, per se. Still, for a lot of medium- 
level national acts 16 years into their career, 
that might have been it. A lot of people 
thought the band might be done, both inside 
and outside the organization. 

“There was a lot of angst and frustra¬ 
tion, strife that was expressed through our 
music,” Choi says, adding the break could 
have been “six months or eight years” or 
forever—nobody really knew. 

It wound up lasting a little more than a 
year. The band reassembled in spring 2013 to 
do exactly what it said it was through with 
doing, embarking on a summer tour in cele¬ 
bration of the 10th anniversary of their most 
popular album, The Resignation, playing the 
album front to back across the U.S. and U.K. 

“For us, personally, it felt like a really long 
time,” Choi says about the hiatus. “There 
was a lot of addressing our personal lives and 
ourselves, a lot of maturing that happened. 
Some of us were tending to children, some of 


us were getting clean in rehab, [and] some of 
us were figuring out where we stood in our 
creative journeys.” 

Bassist Joe Troy “just decided to go in [to 
rehab] and take control of his life,” says Choi. 
“That’s very much the future of Rx: Once 
upon a time, we were a group of twenty- 
somethings partying our way cross coun¬ 
try. Now, when you think about making a 
career out of it, you kind of have to shift 
the paradigm.” 

Thus far, that shift has been fruitful for 
the band, who are poised to release their first 
frill-length recording since 2009’s Mandala, 
and Choi directly attributes the charge in 
creative energy to the time off. “When we 
came back together, we were much better at 
communicating with each other,” he says. 

A sneak preview of Gemini, Her Majesty, 
due out July 22, confirms that Rx Bandits 
are, without a doubt, jelling at a higher level. 
They are proggier than ever, which shouldn’t 
surprise anyone following the band during 
the past decade. Singer/songwriter/guitarist 
Matt Embree began pushing the boundar¬ 
ies of Rx Bandits’ ska-punk origins on the 
aptly-named Progress album in 2001. Up 
until that point, the band had squarely situ¬ 
ated themselves as purveyors of the third- 
wave ska movement alongside the likes of 
Reel Big Fish and Save Ferris. With Progess, 
the band offered skank-chopped rhythm 
guitar against unconventional meters; the 
song “Consequential Apathy” provides a 


nice reference point for when the band took 
its beeline toward prog-rock. And when 
Choi joined them for The Resignation, the 
songwritingbecome even more ambitious: 
The grooves hit harder, the horn parts took 
on a more psychedelic, affected quality, and 
Embree’s vocals maintained an organic, 
earthy appeal. 

By Mandala, the remaining hints of 
ska were buried beneath weaving and 
interlocking guitar and bass arpeggios and 
countermelodies, as though the band spent 
a year studying the vintage East Coast punk 
stylings of Television. Add in the furious 
tension and unrelenting off-time grooves of 
drummer Chris Tsagakis’ increasingly mathy 
drum style, the record ultimately telegraphs 
the band’s current direction. To get an idea 
of where Gemini is going, check out the 
Mandala track “It’s Only Another Parsec”— 
and take one giant prog step forward. 

“The main difference is that this time 
around, we didn’t write with being live in 
mind,” Choi says about the Gemini sessions. 
“Normally, we’re like, ‘Oh, we want this to 
sound live and roomy; we don’t really want 
to add too much so we can replicate it.’... 

We threw all that out and were like, ‘Let’s 
just make the record however we want. Let’s 
add whatever we want; let’s go as big as we 
want to go.’” 

And it’s big. The band prereleased 
Gemini’s first single on its social networks 
and to music blogs; called “Meow! Meow! 
Space Tiger,” it might be the most subdued, 
straightforward track on the record. Embree 
chops a reggaeton-inspired rhythm-guitar 
part; Choi puts a Rhodes keyboard through 
a delay filter and runs up and down arpeg¬ 
gios outlining the chord progression. And 
there’s a catchy vocal melody over the top 
of all of it. It’s upbeat, but relatively mellow 
next to songs such as “Ruby Cumulous,” 
with its glitchy intro and Tool-like stutter¬ 
time riffing; “Stargazer,” with its Battles- 


esque bass and guitar counterline and pacey 
tempo; and “Fire to the Ocean,” on which 
Choi channels Relayer-era Yes in the intro 
and breakdown, while Tsagakis changes 
time signatures on what sounds like every 
other measure. Next to these tunes, “Tiger” 
feels like the black sheep. 

As tight as everything sounds, it seems 
hard to believe the band did most of the 
writing in the studio. “Usually, we’re really 
well-rehearsed and have most of our creative 
decisions made just because we’re tracking 
live,” Choi says. “Because of the amount 
of positivity and trust that we have in each 
other now, we’ll just make these decisions 
writing in the studio. In the past, that might 
have created conflict, but this time, we just 
let it be so there could be that kind of sponta¬ 
neous element in the record.” 

What inspired their turn toward the prog¬ 
gier side of rock spectrum? Choi plays it a bit 
coy. “What we’re listening to doesn’t really 
come out in our music as much as it might 
with other people,” he says. But earlier in 
our conversation about musical self-discov¬ 
ery during the hiatus, he talked about how 
he had been jamming with bassist Ed Breck- 
enridge (Thrice), and guitarist Sergie Loob- 
koff (Samiam, Solea, Knapsack) undeniably 
shines through in Rx Bandits’ latest effort. 

At the moment, the band are gearing up 
for a four-month long co-headlining tour 
with the Dear Hunter, as well as putting the 
finishing touches on the live versions of their 
new songs. “Everything is just about dialed 
in,” Choi says. No small feat considering the 
breadth of the new material. He’s stoked to 
hit the road and repeatedly emphasizes the 
positive energy flow Rx Bandits have going 
at the moment. 

‘We’re closer now than we ever have 
been,” he says. “I know that sounds cliche 
and cheesy—but the truth is that’s how it’s 
going for us right now.”

One-Woman 
Wrecking Crew 

Meet Kawehi, the Internet’s latest music crush

Y ou’ve certainly seen Kawehi in 
action by now. Though she’s no 
stranger to Internet success (all 
three of her Kickstarter projects 
well-exceeded their monetary goals), it was 
her impromptu cover of Nirvana’s “Heart- 
Shaped Box” that took her work viral. Even 
Mrs. Courtney Love Cobain was touting 
Kawehi’s synth-heavy, electronic rendition 
of the song. 

It’s understandable why the Internet 
has a crush on this talented one-woman 
band. Kawehi is spunky, punctuates her 
sentences with “yo,” and despite mas¬ 
sive Internet success, leading to throngs 
of managers and venues contacting her, 
she remains grounded. But the elusive 
superstar’s bio simply states, “What you 
don’t know won’t kill you.” We ignored the 
warning and discussed with Kawehi her 
humble past, current online success and 
promising future. 

OC WEEKLY; Your name means “the deco¬ 
ration , the song ” in Hawaiian. Is it safe to 
assume musical ability or music appreciation 
runs in your family, or is it a coincidence? 
KAWEHI: It’s kind of a crazy coincidence. 
My dad loves to sing, but he’s not really a 
good singer. [Laughs.] Don’t tell him! And 
my mom, she always sang when I was a kid, 
but that wasn’t something I enjoyed doing. 
They’ve been fully supportive, and it’s kind 
of a coincidence. It’s weird. 

Can you please explain how you were discov¬ 
ered in a Jamba Juice in Hawaii? 

Well, I wasn’t actually discovered in there, 
but I was working at Jamba Juice—this 
is, like, a long, long time ago—and I did an 
audition for a band, and I made it, and they 
flew us out to Los Angeles. I was fresh out 
of high school. I’m not with the band any¬ 
more. It was a really long time ago, and it 


wasn’t something I wanted to do anymore, 
so I just kind of did my own thing. 

And now you live in Kansas. What did you 
dislike about LA that made you want to move 
to Kansas? 

Mostly, it was so expensive. I really wanted 
to quit my job and put everything into music, 
and it’s kind of impossible to do that in Los 
Angeles and be able to afford your mortgage 
and not lose your house. So that was the 
main thing that catapulted us to move some¬ 
where we could afford and create full-time. 
Are you self-taught? Have you had any for¬ 
mal training? 

Like every other little Asian kid out there, I 
took piano lessons. But all the loop stuff and 
everything is just kind of something I devel¬ 
oped over the years [on my own]. 

How long does it take you to piece together a 
song such as “Closer” or “Heart-Shaped Box”? 
“Heart-Shaped Box” was really quick 
because I had just gotten a new piece of gear, 
and I was practicing before I went down to 
Austin, and it just kind of came to me that 
way. Stuff like “Closer”—things on which I 
really get into different sounds—that could 
take me a little while, for sure. That one 
probably took me a week of just messing 
around with different sounds and stuff that I 
thought fit and sounded cool. It just depends 
on what the song is and how quickly the idea 
comes and whatever imagination I have. 
And you play guitar and piano and... 

The uke and pretty much anything that 
makes noise. I try to blow your ear holes off.

Itill I'm dead," Pecks says, stoked, as 
he walks away from the tagged canvas that 
had been replastered many times over. A 
summer breeze swirls through the Anaheim 
alley where the 19-year-old and his 0G homie 
Kenos are making calculated strokes. A light, 
pink dust drifts through the 80-degree air, 
producing a synthetic odor that hits your nose 
every few moments. 

But the board would undergo yet another 
revamping on this Tuesday. Before pulling out 
the wooden canvas from the garage (he calls 
it a "G") of another of his homies and putting 
his "baby Rustos" (cans of Rustoleum-brand 
spray paint) to work, Pecks and Kenos stroll to 
Remy's Liquor for a few 32-ounce Miller High 
Lifes and a pair of Swishers in a slim foil pack. 

Pecks has recently become weary of fre¬ 
quently tagging in public. "I be gettin' up, but 
I don't wanna mess up what I got going right 
now," he says wearily. 

Until about three months ago, the Cypress 
native took a hiatus because of issues he 
refers to as "mental," pointing to the fitted 
Yankee cap he's been fond of since his Little 
League days. 

He's been on a high as of late, happily 
indulging in a little bit of graffiti as well as 
emceeing. But just two years ago, he began 
his first stint at a youth facility. He has served 
three jail stints, equaling 10 months, and 
Pecks has been working every day to mature 
from an angsty, dumb young'un to one who 
can channel that spunk associated with 
teenageers into songs speaking of the high- 
risk experience of his upbringing. "I was 17, 
fresh out, I just had that drive and shit," he 
says with a childish jitter. 

As his peers have often succumbed to a

life of addiction and lethargy, he realizes he 
needs to seize the opportunities before him. In 
the same alley he shot the semi-autobiograph¬ 
ical video for his song "Fuck It," Pecks has a 
creative hub that permits him to indulge in his 
favorite activities and avoid the type of riffraff 
who once sliced his face with a box cutter. 

Since May, he has preceded hip-hop's 
biggest acts on stages throughout the OC; 
his most recent set, a slot just before head¬ 
liner A$AP Ferg at the Yost Theater, was his 
all-time best, he says, a wide, childish grin 
spreading across his face as he recounts 
that night. 

On July 15, Pecks released A City Kid, a 
12-track LP with major contributions from 
his peer, Eric Martinez, who acted as sound 
engineer and producer—as well as a harm¬ 
less rival pushing the budding MC to improve. 
A City Kid features a wider array of producers 
than his previous release, Above Common 
Knowledge, but like that album, the new 
release offers revving wordplay and enten¬ 
dres Pecks can take deep into a verse. 

Upon day's end, Pecks has completed his 
best piece ever, symbolizing the improve¬ 
ments begotten by his rapping. "Music saved 
my life," he says. "I haven't been to jail since I 
been back on my shit."
